I have the honour to forward detailed tables giving the number of holdings, 
classified according to their extent, the division of land, the acreage under crops, and the 
number and description of live stock, in 1876, by Counties, Baronies, and Poor Law 
Unions, and tables of the estimated produce of the crops, by Counties and Poor Law 
Unions. 



PART I.— TILLAGE. 

The acreage under crops, grass, fallow, woods and plantations, and bog, waste, and Division of 
water,* in 1876, was as follows : — land, 1876.

The area under crops (including meadow and clover), in 1876, compared with 1875, Increase or 
shows a decrease of 126,267 acres ; while grass increased by 97,462 acres ; fallow by 787 decrease in 
acres ; woods and plantations by 5,487 acres ; and bog, waste, and water,* by 22,531 acres. land un<ler 

•The area and proportionate extent of each crop in 1875 and 1876, with the increase or ig 
decrease in the latter year, are given in the following Table (I.), from which it appears 
that the crops of 1876, compared with 1875, show a total decrease in cereals of 68,020 
acres, wheat having decreased by 39,295 acres, oats by 14,701 acres, barley by 13,089 
acres, and bere and rye by 1,143 acres, while beans and pease increased by 208 acres. 

In green crops there is a total decrease of 6,463 acres, potatoes having decreased by 19,870 
acres, cabbage by 1,384 acres, vetches and rape by 2,016 acres, and carrots, parsnips, and 
“ other green crops” by 692 acres, while turnips increased by 12,099 acres, and mangel 
wurzel and beet root by 5,400 acres. Flax shows an increase of 31,764 acres, and the 
extent under meadow and clover is less by 83,548 acres. 

In 1876, 35-5 acres in every 100 under crops were under cereals, 26’2 under green 
crops, 2-6 under flax, and 35‘7 under meadow and clover. 

Of the total extent under tillage in 1876, 81*2 per cent., or over four-fifths, were under 
three crops — oats (28’6), potatoes (16-9), and hay (357). 

* Under this head is included the area of barren mountains, roads, fences, and towns; also 133,035 acres under water. On 
some of the mountains and other lands denominated “ waste,” considerable quantities of stock were grazing at the period o 
enumeration.

Tables showing the extent of land under crops in 187.6 by Baronies, Counties and 
Provinces, and by Poor Law-Unions, and from 1867 to 1876 by Counties and Provinces 
are given at pages 16, 30, 34, and 42, respectively. ' 

The extent of land under grass in 1876 {exclusive of the acreage under meadow and clover) 
was 10,506,791 acres, or ,51:7 in every 100 acres of the entire country, against 10,409 329 
acres or 51-2 per cent, in 1875. The relative proportions under grass in the Provinces 
were— in Munster 58-2 per cent, in 1876, and 57-4 in. 1875 ; Leinster 55-0 per cent, 
m 1876, and 54-3 in 1875 ; Connaught 50 ‘4 in 1876, and 49'6 in 1875 : and Ulster 42*4* 
m every 100 acres in 1876, and 42-8' in 1875. 

Of the counties — Meath, Limerick, Clare, Westmeath, and Fermanagh, had above 60 
acres m every 100 of their entire area under grass. Kilkenny, Roscommon, Tipperary 
Leitrim, Cork, Kerry, and Kildare, had above 55 and under 60 acres in every 100. Cavan ' 
Wicklow, Waterford, Galway, Carlow, Antrim, Wexford, Sligo, Queen’s, and Longford’ 
had from 50 to 55 per cent, of their entire area under grass. King’s, Dublin Monaghan’ 
and Londonderry, had above 40 and under 50 ; and Mayo, Tyrone, Louth Armagh’ 
Down, and Donegal, had from 32 to 40 acres in every 100. * 8 ’

per cent, of the total area. A tendency to increased tillage, appears in the first four 
years (1867 to 1870), but since then & decrease is exhibited, year by year, with the 
exception of 1875, from 27-8 per cent, of the entire area in 1870 to 25 '6 in 1876. 

Tallow or un cropped arable land has decreased from 22,790 acres to 11,651 acres during 
the decade. & 

Woods and Plantations varied little in extent during the period under review.

tabling the number of Occupiers , and of classifying them according to the total extent of Occupiers, 
land held by each, to obtain a Iteturn of the number of persons having more than one and 
holding. Each Enumerator is therefore required to furnish the name of every land- ,6 ‘ 
holder residing in his district who has two or more holdings, together with the area of 
each holding, and the locality in which it is situated * The number of actual occupiers 
in 1876 thus arrived at is given in Table IY. by counties and provinces. On com- 
paring the results in this table with the figures in the- preceding one (page 6), it 
appears that in 1876 there were 581,753 holdings in the hands of 533,161 occupiers.

According to these returns the number of occupiers in 1876 was 533,161, being 664 
less than in 1875. 

Those with more than one acre numbered 481,663 in 1876, or 1,840 less than in the 
previous year ; the number in Ulster having decreased from 177,985 in 1875 to 175,874 
in 1876, and in Connaught from 111,508 to 111,166; while in Leinster the number 
increased from 94,315 in 1875 to 94,416 in 1876, and in Munster from 99,695 to 100,207. 

The decrease in Ulster is principally confined to occupiers with more than 1 and under 
30 acres, and in Connaught to those having above 1 and not over 15 acres; while the 
increase in Leinster is in occupiers of from 50 to 500 acres, and in Munster it is amongst 
those having over 5 and not more than 30 acres.

The number of farms “ above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres ” diminished considerably 
between 1841 and 1876. In Leinster the decrease was 60'1 per cent.; in Munster 80*7 ; 
in Ulster 79*2 ; in Connaught 84*9; and 78*2 per cent, in all Ireland. 

In the same period farms “ above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres’’ also diminished in 
number; the decrease was — in Leinster 42*6 per cent.; in Munster 68*2 ; in Ulster 29*9 ; 
they increased in Connaught 7*6 per cent. ; the decrease in all Ireland was 34*8 per cent. 

Farms “ above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres ” increased 10 '9 per cent, in Leinster; 
122 - 0 in Ulster; and 467*7 in Connaught. They decreased 9*0 per cent, in Munster ; 
and in all Ireland increased 72 ‘8 per cent. 

Farms “ above 30 acres ” increased 119*8 per cent, in Leinster; 239*7 in Munster; 
333*5 in Ulster; 403*9 in Connaught ; and in all Ireland 228*8 per cent. 

The total number of farms “above 1 acre” decreased between 1841 and 1876 by 19*3 
per cent, in Leinster ; 31*3 in Munster ; 20*2 in Ulster ; and 23*6 per cent, in Connaught. 

The total number of holdings in Ireland “above 1 acre” was 691,202 in 1841, 570,338 
in 1851, and 529,320 in 1876, showing a decrease of 161,882 or 23*4 per cent, in the 
period between 1841 and 1876.

1876, for counties and 
provinces, will be found at page 32, and by poor law unions at page 38 ; the average rates 
by counties and provinces for each year from 1867 to 1876, are given' at pages 47-51. 
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In the foregoing Table (YIII.) the extent under the principal crops in statute 
acres, the estimated total produce, and the estimated average produce per statute 
acre from 1867 to 1876 are given. 

From this table it appears that the average yield of Wheat in 1876 far exceeded 
that of any of the previous nine years ; it may indeed be added that so high a rate — 
17 cwts. to the acre — has not been reached since these returns were first collected 
in 1847, the highest being in that year, 16-5 cwts. to the acre, and the next in 1874, 
15 - 4 cwts. to the acre. 

Oats, the most important of the cereal crops in Ireland, was in excess of the 
average of any of the nine years preceding 1876 except 1875, and with this exception 
the rate has not been so high since 1854. Though the breadth of land under 
this crop in the years 1867 to 1873 was greater than in 1876, still the aggregate yield 
in the latter year was in excess of any of the former years. 

Barley, though below the average yield of 1875 and 1874. was more than an 
average crop. 

Bere and Rye show a higher average than in any of the previous years under 
review, and the latter yielded more in the aggregate in 1876 than in 1875, though 
the extent sown was only 8,585 acres in the former year, compared with 9,617 acres 
in the latter. 

Potatoes are considerably more than the average since 1867, and yielded upwards 
of five millions of barrels (641,901 tons) more than in 1875, though the extent under 
this crop was only 880,716 acres in 1876, compared with 900,586 acres in 1875. It 
may be observed that the rate for 1876 — 4'7 tons to the acre — is the highest since 1855. 

Turnips, Mangel Wurzel, and Cabbage, though lower than in 1875, are still rather 
more than average crops. 

Flax was also a lower average in 1876 than in 1875, but contrasts most favourably 
with the preceding years. 

Hay, though below the yield in 1875, is still higher in 1876 than the average of 
the preceding nine years, the year 1875 having been an exceptionally good one for 
hay, and indeed for green crops generally.

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Number and At the period of enumeration in 1876, the total number of horses in Ireland was 
sS°i 875 e 535,084,. being an increase of 8,732 compared with 1875. There was an increase of 8,112 
and 1876. * n number “under two years old,” and an increase of 620 in those “two years old 
and upwards.”- The mules were 21,867, being 100 more than in 1875. Asses amounted 
to 182,210, being an increase on the previous year of 1,855. Cattle numbered 4,117,440 
in 1876, having increased by 2,152 ; in those “under two years” there was an increase 
of 24,506, while those “two years old and upwards” decreased by 22,354. Sheep 
amounted to 4,009,157, showing a decrease of 244,870; of this decrease 174,417 were 
“one year old and upwards,” and 70,453 “under one year.” Pigs were returned as 
1,425,042, being an increase of 172,986 when compared with 1875 ; those “one year 
old and upwards ” increased by 23,539, and “ under one year ” by 149,447. Goats 
numbered 264,009, being 6,682 less than in 1875. The number of poultry was 
13,618,500, being an increase on the previous year of 1,479,362. 

The poultry were enumerated for the first time in 1876 as “turkeys,” “geese,” 
“ducks,” and “ordinary fowl,” the number returned under each of these heads being — 
turkeys, 792,840 ; geese, 2,288,798 ; ducks, 2,634,941 ; and ordinary fowl, 7,901,921. 

Estimating the geese and turkeys at an average market price of 35. each, and ducks 
and ordinary fowl at 2s. Qd. per pair, the poultry in Ireland at the time of enumeration 
in 1876 would represent a total value of £1,120,800.

SCUTCHING MILLS IN IRELAND. 

Scutching The number of Mills for scutching Flax in Ireland in 1876 was 1,240, being a decrease 
Mills, 1876. of 90 compared with 1875, and of 300 in the ten years, 1867-1876. 1,184 of these 

Mills were in Ulster, 24 in Munster, 20 in Connaught, and 12 in Leinster. There 
were 552 Mills with from 1 to 4 stocks; 336 having 5 or 6 ; 296 with from 7 to 12; 49 
having, from 13 to L8, and 7 having above 18 stocks ; 1,007 were worked by water power ; 
150 by steam ; 75 by water and steam ; 4 by horses ; and 4 were moved by the wind.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 



In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract Meteoroiogi- 
(Table XII.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, cal Obser- 
in the Phoenix Pai’k, during the year 1876, for which I am indebted to the courtesy of To 7 R ns ’ 
Major Wilson, R.E., F.R.S. 

The barometer stood highest in 1876 on the 15th of January, at -9.30 a.m. — air calm 
—when it was 30*626 inches ; it was lowest on the 4th of December, at 3.30 p.m. — 
wind S.W. — when it was 28 ’451 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the 
year was 92*3 degrees of Fahrenheit, on the 16th of July, and the lowest 21*3 degrees, 
on January 21st. . Rain or snow fell on 201 days during the year ; the greatest 
quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1*235 inches, on the 2nd December — 
the wind being E. The point from which the wind prevailed during the year was the 
W. ; it blew from that direction on 85 days, at 9*30 A.M., with an average pressure of 
2*51 lbs. per square foot. The strongest winds were from the S.W., on 22nd January, 

23rd February, and 31st December, when the pressure was 16 lbs. per square foot.

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Longford County. BaMymahon D. — The hay and 
oats crops are under the average in this district, and 
the cause was the unusual dryness of the season. They 
are, however, of excellent quality. The dry season 
was the cause of most crops falling short in quantity. 
Granard D. — Potatoes and oats have yielded better, 
and hay worse than last year, which is generally attri- 
buted to the dryness of the season. Longford D . — 
Owing to the extreme dryness of the season the hay 
crop is much below the average and straw is scarce, 
while potatoes are plenty and healthy, "but turnips are 
scanty. 

Louth County. Ardee D. — The drought of the 
summer had an injurious effect on the produce of 
hay, turnips, and oats, whilst it was beneficial to that 
of* mangel wurzel. Other crops considered fair. 
Drogheda D. — The bad yield of the potato crop in 
some electoral divisions is attributed to a great portion 
having become affected with blight owing to the cold- 
ness and wetness of the weather until recently. The 
crop in general was good until it became blighted. 
The bad yield of hay is owing to the extreme dryness 
of the past summer. Dundalk D. — The crops this 
season are rather below the average owing to the dry- 
ness of the weather in the early part of the summer. 

Meath County. Athboy D. — The long continuance 
of hot dry weather caused the hay and cereal crops to 
be generally much under the average. This was particu- 
larly the case in liglit ; lands, and in the case of meadows 
grazed either in the previous autumn or spring previous 
to being set apart for meadow. The cereal crops, in 
some instances where the land was heavy or boggy, 
were exceptionally fine. The wheat crop was almost 
up to the average, but is not much sown here. The 
heavy rains of the latter part of the season have had a 
most beneficial effect on the green crops and on the 
grass, both of which had suffered much from the long 
hot weather. I believe the potato crop was also 
benefited by the heavy rain tip to the end of Septem- 
ber (as the crops previous to the rain were small), but 
the potato disease showed itself about the end of Sep- 
tember and spread rapidly and extensively since the 
beginning of October, so as, I fear, to have destroyed 
a very large portion of the crop. Dunshaugldin D . — 
As a rule the potato crop,, is good, owing to the dry 
season and absence of any amount of disease. Hay is 
light, as a rule, from the want of moisture to cause 
growth, but is exceedingly well saved. Tiu-nips vary 
very much in places (as indeed do potatoes), the 
drought having affected some soils more than others. 
Wheat was-, a fair crop, and oats would doubtless have 
been heavier if a little rain had fallen when the ear 
should have been filling. Kells D. — The abundance 
of the potato crop is attributable to the dryness of the 
season, and the yield altogether would be excellent as . 
regards quantity and quality were it not for the recent 
rains which caused some damage, and in some places 
symptoms of blight are exhibited. The dry season, 
too, is supposed to have had an injurious effect upon the 
short supply of hay as well as oats in some instances. 
Grain good, but straw short. It has not been a good 
season for tiu-nips and mangel wurzel. Neman D . — 
Oats, turnips, mangel wurzel, and hay are under the 
average, owing to the dryness of the season; other 
crops, wheat and potatoes, good. Slam D. — The 
average of crops is less than it was last year. The 
decrease is caused by the great drought in summer, 
which retarded the growth of hay, grain; and turnips. 
In many places turnips had to be sown a second time, 
as the first seed, being scorched by the sun and wind, 
failed to grow. The potato crop is considered to be a 
fair one, and as good if not better than it was last year. 
Trim D. — The wheat and potato crops have been good 
and plentiful owing to the long-continued dry weather ; 
but, owing to the same cause, the oat and hay crop is 
below the average. 



Queen’s County. Abbeyleix D. — The deficiency in 
the yield .of the crops this season is caused by the 
drought in the latter part of spring and during the 
summer. Ballylman D. — The bad yield is attributable 
to the very dry summer. Maryboro' D. — The hay 
crop is very light and the amount of straw very short. 
Owing to the extreme dryness of the early season 
vegetation was very slow ; the produce in corn of all 
kinds was expected to have been very indifferent, but 
it turned out better than was anticipated. However, 
it is still thought to be considerably below the average. 
The prices of hay and straw are both high. Mount- 
rath D.— The only - crop which appears to be a short 
one this season is hay, caused by the dry weather in 
summer ; turnips, too, from same cause, are not as 
good a crop generally as in former seasons. The pro- 
duce generally is sound and well harvested. 

Westmeath County. BaUynacarrigy D. — The 
short yield of oats, hay, and turnips is owing to the 
unusual summer drought. The rainfall in early autumn 
caused a sudden growth of potatoes which up to that 
were very backward, but since it began to bo stored 
the crop has shown great and unusual decay. Castle- 
pollard D. — I consider the general bad yield of the 
various crops to be caused by the dryness and harsh- 
ness of the spring and early summer. Delvin D . — I 
believe the cause of the ascertained deficiency in 
oat, barley, bere, rye, and hay crops is attributable 
to the continued dry season, while on the other 
hand, it is believed that, together with the total 
absence of blight, the most 'important circumstance of 
all, the potato crop was greatly improved, both in 
quantity and quality, by the long continuance of 
drought during the latter part of the summer and the 
early part of autumn. The turnip and mangel wurzel 
crops, which, after sowing, appeared, owing to the 
continuance of dry weather, to be worthless, were so 
much improved by the moisture later on as tp give, 
if not an average, by no means a deficient crop. 
KUbeggan D. — Oats was a fair crop, but not up to 
the average of former years, owing to the dryness of 
the summer. Barley was a good crop, as a dry 
season suits it. Rye is grown here on the low-lying 
lands, and was, therefore, unaffected by the dry 
summer, and was a good crop. Potatoes promised 
well, but within the last ten days* a large proportion 
of them have become diseased and black, not only 
those which were allowed to remain in the ground 
until now, but also those which were dug some time 
since and stored in pits, and even in houses. Turnips 
were a bad crop, almost a total failure, owing to the 
dryness of the weather ; and those that were sown 
early and came up were much injured by ‘slugs and 
the black-beetle fly. For tliis latter I understand that 
superphosphate is a remedy. Mangel wurzel, on the 
other hand, was a good crop. It is sown earlier . 
than turnips, and the roots got into the ground before 
the effect of the dry summer was felt. Rape promises 
well. It was chiefly sown in fields where the turnip 
crop had not come up, and was therefore late, and 
gained the benefit of the recent rains. Hay is only 
half a crop, owing to the dry weather. Moate D . — 
The bad yield of crops in general this year is attri- 
buted to the drought of last summer. Mullingar D . — 
The unusual season which we have had caused the 
potato crop to be a good one, while it caused meadow 
to be short. 

Wexford County. Enniscorthy D. — Wheat, what 
little has been sown, has yielded an average crop. 
The season was favourable for it. Oats and barley 
bad yield. In consequence of the spring having been 
wet, the seed could not be put in at the proper time, 
and then a dry summer followed. Potatoes nearly a 
double produce compared with last year, but the crop 
has been materially injured by the heavy rainfall 
during the harvest and the three first weeks of 
October, and the blight has blackened about half of

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the produce. Turnips, mangel wurzel, cabbage, hay, 
and vetches bad crops, in consequence of dry summer. 
Carrots a fan- crop, owing to a wet autumn, at which 
time the carrot grows best. Gorey 1 ). — The yield of 
the various crops is, on the whole, fail’. The yield of 
hay and turnips, is light, in consequence of the recent 
dry summer. New Ross D . — The crops are average, 
except hay and straw, which are light, owing to the 
drought ; but grazing land suffered most, and, there- 
fore, I consider forage will be dear this year. Taghr 
mon D . — The Cereal crops have been unusually good 
in this locality this year, owing to the dryness of the 
early summer, though, for the Bame reason, the straw 
is very short. Turnips and mangel wurzel are below 
the average, on account of the want of rain ; but still 
they are not a bad crop. Hay is light but clean, The 
want of rain in spring is the cause of the poorness of 
the yield. Beans in the barony of Forth are a pro- 
ductive crop. Wexford D . — The wheat in this district 
was a fair crop, but all the other crops were below 
the average. This was caused by our having had a 
very dry spring and a very wet autumn, 



Wicklow County. Bray D. — The dry and warm 
weather of the past summer would appeal- to have 
been favourable to the wheat crop, which is beyond 
the average, both as regards quantity and quality. 
The potato crop had promised well, but the large rain- 
fall during the months of September and October have 
affected it injuriously, and a large portion is now 
diseased. All other crops appear to have suffered 
from the unusually dry, hot season, particularly as 
regards the yield. Tinahely D . — Oats in this district 
was a good crop, but the straw was short. Potatoes 
in yield are about an average, but somewhat injured 
by the late rains, by which a great 'quantity were 
rotted. Turnips were a failure, owing to the long- 
continued dry weather ; but mangel wurzel has not 
suffered so muck Hay was a total failure, as in a 
mountainous country like Wicklow, if rain does not 
fall in abundance in May and June, hay suffers 
severely. Wicklow D . — I am of opinion the bad yield 
was due principally to the very dry summer.

PROVINCE OF MUNSTER. 



Claue County. BaUyvayhan District.— The aver- 
age produce less than previous years. Decrease attribu- 
table to want of rain during May and June. Ennis 
D . — Hay, com, and green crops inferior to last year’s 
produce, owing to the extreme dryness of the spring 
months. Potatoes alone are above an average. Ennis- 
timon D . — The yield of hay is very light, owing to 
the drought of the summer, and that of the potato 
crop good, more particularly in reclaimed bog land ; 
and this may_ also be attributed to the dry season. 
Other crops similar to last year. Killaloe D . — The 
decrease in the turnip, hay, and carrot crops, and the 
increase in the potato crop, are attributable to the 
very warm weather in the summer. Kilnish D . — The 
low average of the crops in this district is owing 
generally to the poorness of the land. The corn and 
hay crops under the usual average, consequent on the 
dryness of the season. The potato crop, though, as a 
general rule, better in quality than for some years 
past, is deficient in quantity, owing to the usual 
disease, which I hear a good many farmers complain 
of, particularly when the crop was grown on heavy 
lands. Six-mile-bridge D . — Wheat and barley fair. 
Oats — straw shoi-t, but grain, on the whole, fair, 
and I think an average crop. In consequence of the 
fine harvest weather it was got in in good condition. 
Turnips, carrots, &c., as a rule, bad, except when sown 
and over the ground before the ckought had set in. 
The potato crop has been the best for many years 
past, in consequence of the very hot season. I regret 
to say that a large percentage will be lost in conse- 
quence of the rot. Hay much under the average, in 
consequence of the great drought in summer and early 
harvest months. Tulla D . — The hay crop in this 
district is not so good as in former years, owing to 
the dry summer. Potatoes are more than an average 
crop, but since pitted one-tliird of them are blackened. 
The other crops are about an average. 

Cork County. Ballincollig D. — There has not been 
more than about a quarter crop of hay and turnips, 
and about half a crop of oats and potatoes, caused by 
the unusually long run of dry weather in July and 
August acting on a limestone soil ; remaining crops 
are considered of average quantity and quality. Ban- 
don D . — The crops of turnips and hay are below the 
average ; this arises from the extreme dryness of June 
and July. In very many cases turnips had to be re- 
sown once and even twice. Mangel wurzel having 
been sown some weeks before the turnips was well up 
and safe before the drought for the most part. The 
abundant rain and mild growing weather that followed 



the drought and that has continued till now,* has pro- Province or 
duced an extraordinary abundance of autumn grass, Munster. 
which will enable farmers to keep their. cattle out in 
the fields much later than usual, and will thus counter- 
act, in part, the evil of a small hay and turnip crop. 

Batitrry D . — The crops of hay and straw are deficient 
owing to the dry season. The potato yield is good and 
of a better quality than of late years. I consider that 
where a farmer’s crop gives a better yield than that of 
his neighbour, the cause may be attributed to the weed- 
ing and cleansing of the land, and the general attention 
paid to the farm. Castletown D . — The crops are an 
average with the exception of the potato crop, which 
is much in excess of former years. The good yield is 
attributed to the dryness of the early summer and of 
the time when the potatoes ripened and were dug. 

Clonakilty D. — Wheat, barley, and potatoes good, 
owing to favourable weather ; turnips, mangel wurzel, 
and carrots bad, owing to very dry weather at seed 
time ; hay crop very short owing to same — price, 10s. 
to £1 more per ton than last year. Cork, North, D . — 

The good yield of crops in my district is attributed to 
•the quality of the labour employed, as well as to seedand 
land, and of course to favourable weather before and 
after seeding time. Bad yield follows, even in reason- 
able or good land, bad tillage, mixed or bad seed, in- 
different manuring, and the land not being worked up 
at the proper time, as land, in many places, is left un- 
touched, uncared for, by hand or plough, from the 
taking up of one crop in harvest until the putting down 
of another in spring. The deficiency in yield of present 
year owing to the wet spring followed by a scorching 
summer. From inquiry, and from my own observation 
of the subject, I can have but little hesitation in con- 
cluding that a general and permanent increase in the 
yield of crops grown in my district would be much 
contributed to if farmers’ children were more instructed 
at their schools in their future calling, and taught to 
value the benefits and advantages derivable from pro- 
perly fencing, draining, manuring, and, though last not 
least, weeding their farms and the seasons and times 
proper for so doing, selection of good and new seeds, 
with the rotation of crops. Dunmanway D . — I am of ‘ 
opinion that the crops were not so bad as represented. 

Owing to the very dry weather wheat was a good crop 
with heavy yield of both straw and grain. Oats short 
and thin in straw, but the grain produced is of excellent 
quality, being thoroughly ripened and properly saved. 

Owing to dry weather and the fly the turnip crop is a 
failure. I think, as a rule, this crop is sown too late 
here, for in the neighbourhood of Strabane I saw splen- 
did fields of turnips in July, they having been sown in

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beginning of May. Potatoes are an abundant crop, 
but owing to the late continuous rain many of them 
are diseased. Fermoy D - — I consider that the exces- 
sive dryness of the past summer has caused a good 
yield of wheat, oats, and potatoes, whilst on the other 
hand, hay and green crops have suffered by it. Kan- 
turk D. — The potato crop promised to be an abundant 
one, but more than half has been lost by the disease. 
Hay unusually short owing to the great drought of 
last summer. Oats, bad from same cause ; turnips a 
fair average. Kinsale D. — The bad yield of the various 
crops may be attributed to the very dry season. 
Macroom D. —Wheat, oats, and potato crops are much 
better in this district .than in former years in con- 
sequence of the dry summer, but straw and hay are 
very deficient for same reason. Green crops, particu- 
larly turnips, failed in many instances in consequence 
of the drought at seed time, and not unfrequently the 
seed had to be put down a second and even a third time. 
I remarked a very fine field of mangel wurzel in the 
neighbourhood of Dooniskey, and upon making inquiry 
the man who sowed it said he put the seed down very 
deep and that for a long time he despaired of its coming 
up. He is of opinion had he not sown it as he did, 
that in consequence of the drought he would have had 
probably to resow it or have had a very inferior crop. 
Mallow D. — The yield does not differ from previous 
years, except hay, which suffered much from drought. 
In the Electoral Division of Kilshannig an acre of 
mangel wurzel yielded one ton only, they did not grow 
— bad seed. Middleton D. — The yield of wheat and 
barley is considered good, but oats much affected by 
the dry season from April- to August. Green crops 
suffered very much from same cause and to a far greater 
extent in some places, probably from the seed being 
sown at different periods. The potato crop suffered 
from the dry season and subsequently from the heavy 
rains, which caused the disease to spread very fast, 
and produce for food is very bad, particularly in some 
farms. The hay crop was deficient in consequence of 
the dry season, particularly in high lands. Mitchels- 
town D. — The majority of landholders in this district 
are daily farmers. The principal crops are oats, hay, 
and potatoes. Oats and hay are much below the aver- 
age this year on account of the very dry weather in the 
commencement of the season, and potatoes are fair, but 
would be better were the land properly cleaned and free 
from weeds, with which latter the country is fairly 
overrun. Queenstown D. — Owing to the long con- 
tinuance of dry weather during the summer the root 
crops, especially turnips, suffered, and the hay crop 
was not so good as last year. Grain was generally 
good but straw short. Skibbereen D. — Oats short but 
full in ear : wheat very good. Green crops not to be 
surpassed ; hay crop light. Youghal D . — The unusu- 
ally dry summer had a most injurious effect on all 
crops, especially turnips and hay. 

Kerry County. Cahersiveen D. — The bad yield of 
crops in this part of the country is to be attributed to 
the dryness of the season. Dingle D. — To the early 
drought may be attributed the shortness of the hay 
crop. It has, in like manner, had influence on the 
yield of other crops according to situation and quality 
of soil, together with neglect of weeding and bad hus- 
bandry. Kenmare D. — Oats a poor crop and hay not 
half as good as last year in consequence of the dryness 
of May and June. The potato crop is the best for 
many years ; other crops, very little grown in this 
mountain district, are about an average. Farmers 
doing fairly as there is a good price for butter and pigs. 
KiUamey D. — I believe that the drought of last season 
was the principal reason why the crops have been 
different in yield from the previous year. Listowel D. 
— The crops (with the exception of meadow) fully up 
to the average, and the potato crop in excess. A large 
extent of land under meadows fully makes up for any 
deficit in that crop. The natural dampness of the soil 
was favourable as the summer and harvest weather was 



very hot and dry. Tralee D. — From • inquiry I find 
that the deficiency in the hay crop and the shortness 
of the oaten straw are attributable to the great heat of 
last summer. All the other crops are considered more 
than an average. 

Limerick County. Ad-are D. — In my opinion the 
uniformly bad yield of all orops in this district is due 
to the long-continued drought in the early part of the 
past summer. Bruj) D. — The average produce of the 
several crops in this district is equal to that of" 
former years, except hay, which is not more than half 
of what it was last year, in consequence of the very 
dry summer. Foynes D. — The great deficiency of the 
crops of turnips, mangel wurzel, and oats is due to the 
dryness of the summer. Potatoes suffered much from 
blight. KUfinane D. — Hay light, in consequence of 
the dryness of the season, so were all green crops, 
except potatoes, which are good, the land being gene- 
rally rich. limerick City D. — The crops are generally 
deficient in yield this year, which I ascribe to the wet 
spring and dry summer. New Pallas D. — Oats, tur- 
nips, mangel wurzel, and hay in this neighbourhood 
show a less yield this year, in consequence of the very 
dry summer. The crops showing an increase are 
wheat and potatoes. The former was favoured by the 
rains in spring ; the latter produced a second growth, 
in consequence of the wet coming after the hot weather. 

Tipperary County. Ballynonty D. — Some of the 
crops have produced a fair average yield, but there has 
been a considerable decrease in oats, hay, turnips, and 
cabbage, owing to the unusual drought in May and 
June. Borrisokane D. — There appears to have been 
a bad yield in hay and turnips from want of rain in 
the early part of the summer, during which time most 
of the land in this district was completely burned up. 
All the other crops (except potatoes) suffered also to a 
great extent from the same cause. Caher D . — The 
protracted drought during this summer and the latter 
part of the spring materially diminished the yield of 
many crops, in particular the hay, oats, and turnips. 
The potato crop has seldom been so good and so free 
from the “ blight.” Carriclc-onSuir D. — The crops 
throughout the entire of the district are a fan- average 
when compared with last and former years, except in 
hay, oats, and turnips, which are somewhat lighter 
than last year, owing to the continuous drought in the 
early part of the season. Wheat, potatoes, and mangel 
wurzel are better in quality and quantity than last 
year. This improvement is attributed to these crops 
having got root in the ground before the dry season 
set in. I regret to have to add that the potato disease 
has shown itself very extensively throughout this 
district since the late heavy rains.* Cashel D . — 
There has been a great decrease in the yield of hay 
and oats, attributed to the long-continued dry summer. 
The remainder of the crops are about an average, 
except in some places where the turnips failed entirely. 
Clonmel D. — Oats, hay, turnips, and mangel wurzel 
are below the average, which is attributed to drought 
in the early part of summer. Dvndrum D. — The 
grain crops, also hay and turnips, are not so good as in 
former years, from the great drought during the 
summer. The potato crop is very good, both in 
quantity and quality. Nenagh D. — The hay crop 
was bad, owing to the excessive drought during the 
early part of the year. For same reason the turnip 
crop was poor, except when sown early in low-lying 
land. Roscrea D. — The corn crops in general are 
below the average, also turnips and hay, owing to the 
great drought. The potato crop is good — no traces of 
blight. Tenvplemore D. — The potato crop is a parti- 
cularly fine one, both in quality and produce. Turnips 
are, generally speaking, rather a poor crop, both as 
regards quality and quantity. The com crops, though 
below the average of former years, are excellent in 
quality, the straw being short ; and the hay crop, 
though much short of an average one, owing to the 
extremely dry weather in May, has been saved ip 
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splendid order, 'l'hurles D. — All crops in this district, 
save the potato, have been much under an average, 
altogether caused by the unusual dryness of the season. 
The potato crbp is fair in quantity and of good quality. 
Tipperary D. — This district is mostly in grass, and 
there is not much tillage. The hay crop is light in 
consequence of the great drought last summer, which 
also caused the oats to be short, and prevented turnips 
being an average. 

Waterford County. Dungarvan D. — Owing to 
the lengthened drought in the early part of the sum- 
mer - , the crops about this part of the country have 
been much lighter than usual. Lismore D. — I am of 
opinion that there has been a deficiency in the yield 



of almost, if not all, crops, owing to the exceptionally 
dry season. Portlmo D. — The com crops in general 
were good, with the exception of oats, which was 
light, in consequence of the absence of rain in April, 
May, and June. The turnip crop is a fair average, as 
is the mangel wux - zel. The potato crop was an abun- 
dant one until the late rains* and fogs brought on the 
blight, which has destroyed at least one-fourth of the 
crop, yet it will be little short of last year’s return. 
Waterford D.- — There was a good yield of wheat, 
barley, and potatoes, owinj» to dry weather ; and a 
bad yield for oats, hay, turnips, onions, &c., owing to 
same cause. Blight attacked the potato crop, so that 
about one-third has been lost, but it is still a good crop. 



PROVINCE OF ULSTER. 



Antrim County. JBallycastle District. — In some 
places hay, oats, barley, and turnips are below an 
average, owing, it is stated, to a late cold spring, and to 
the want of rain in May and June. Potatoes and flax 
are good, owing, as represented, to their having got a 
good start before the drought set in. Ballymena D . — 
The produce of this district appears to be an avex - age. 
Hay appears a light cx - op, and will be dear, probably 
owing to drought in April and May. Potatoes are 
remarkably good, and nearly free fx - om disease. 
Ballymoney D. — The potato crop in this district was 
very good, in consequence of the dry weather early in 
the spring, and showery weather when the tubers were 
forming, and also the late appearance of the blight. 
The coi-n crop is light, in consequence of the dxy 
weather eax-ly in spring. For the same reason hay 
has been a short crop, and also turnips, except where 
there was a good deal of moisture in the soil. On 
the whole, the flax crop has been good, though light 
on di - y lands. Belfast, South, D. — The general good 
yield of all crops throughout, this district has been 
attributed to the mildness of the season. Carrick- 
ferg-us D. — The yield of hay, turnips, and mangel 
wurzel in this district is considerably below the 
average, owing to the gx - eat drought in the months of 
May, June, and part of July. The several other 
crops are a fair - average. Glenarm D. — The crops in 
this district have been, on an average, as good as for 
some years past, with the exception of potatoes, and 
in some mountain parts oats. The deficiency in these 
is attributed to the heavy x - ain in the latter part of 
the season. There may be a slight falling off in the 
bean crop from the same cause, as there are quantities 
in the fields yet,* bxxt not uncut. Hay lighter than 
last year, owing to want of rain in the earlier part of 
the season. Lisburn D. — Farming in this district is 
earned out in an intelligent and scientific manner. 

Armagh County. Armagh D. — The crops in gene- 
ral are light, and below an average, owing to the cold- 
ness of the spring and extreme drought for a long time 
after seed-sowing. The potato crop is above an 
average, the season being favourable to its growth, 
and no blight having appeared until the tubers were 
matured. Notary I). — The corn and potato crops 
above the average in this district, owing to the very 
favourable season. Straw and hay short and light, 
the summer being so diy. Tux-nips and mangel 
wurzel not so good as usxxal, from the same cause. 
Newtownhannilton D. — Flax was a fair average crop. 
Oats fair, but very short straw. Potatoes were very 
plentiful, but disease set in, and large quantities are 
useless. The drought in the eax-ly part of the season 
affected the oats. Portadoum D. — The com cx-ops 
this year are very shox-t iix straw, owing to the vex-y 
dry weather in spring and summer ; but the grain is 
good, and , average quantity faix-. Potato crop far 
above the average, which is attributed to the dry 
season and, almost total absence of disease. The 
potatoes are largo and of good quality. Turnips, 
mangel wurzel, and other green crops ax-e very short, 



particularly in light ground, owing to their not getting 
rain at the proper time. 

Cavan County. Bailieborough D. — In general the 
crops in tins xxeighbourhood are good. The potato 
crop is exceptionally good, probably owing to the very 
dry summer, while the yield of hay and oats has not 
been as good as in former years for the same reason. 
Flax is considered to be a fair crop, though the want of 
i-ain in the earlier part of the season has rather mili- 
tated against it. Ballyconnell D. — The hay and cereal 
crops suffered from the want of rain in the early part 
of the year, as did also green crops generally ; potatoes 
a fair yield. BaMyjamesduff D. — The yield of the 
various cx-ops this year is considerably below the aver- 
age, with the exception of the potato crop, which is 
ixnusually good. This is attributable to the long-con- 
tinued drought of last summer, in consequence of which 
oats and other cereals matm-ed before the time and 
never came to perfection. I have seen oats in different 
parts of this district cut this year, fully ripe, with the 
stalk not half a foot long. This weather was rather 
favoux-able to the potato crop, and the blight did not 
appear this year until September (nearly two months 
later than last year), then doing no injury, the root 
being fully developed. The weather has been dry 
during the digging of this crop, which is of great im- 
portance, as when dug in wet weather it does not keep 
well. Cavan D. — Owing to the very dry season hay 
was much shorter than usxxal, and, for the same reason, 
the potato crop was the best for many years. 

Donegal County. Ballyshannon D. — Oats, good 
in quality but scarcely an average crop in qxiantity ; 
hay under an average, the cause in both instances 
attribxxted to constant dry weather, and consequent 
want of vegetation in spring and early summer. 
The several other crops are good, potatoes exception- 
ally so, caused by the favoxu-able state of the weather 
dux-ing the axxtumn. Buncrana D. — The dryness 
of the season caused the yield in dry land to be 
low, axxd in heavy low land to be comparatively high. 
Thex-e is a practice in some pax-ts of this district of 
plantixxg grass which gives a kind of coarse hay called 
“ Fouiran,” which yields a much greater weight to the 
acre than upland meadow. Carndonagli D. — The bad 
yield of cx-ops in this locality is mainly due to (1) the 
prevalence of weeds in the groxrnd owing to a bad 
system of fax-ming ; (2) the land not being sufficiently 
manured. ' Dunfanaghy D. — This year has been con- 
sidered a faix- average one, bxxt not quite as good 
as last year, which is attribxxted to the dry weather 
ixx the early pax-t of the season. The crops generally 
in this district are not as good as in most places, in 
consequence of the very hilly country, and the soil not 
being good. Dunglow D. — Having consulted several 
practical farmers in this locality, I find that the high., 
winds and scax-city of rain in the seed season, and the 
too eax-ly planting of potatoes has caused a diminished 
yield this year as compared with last. Glenties D . — 
There is believed to be a deex-ease in the yield of oats — 
the only grain crop I may say grown in this district — 
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and liav, in consequence of the very wet and late spring, 
followed by a dry and warm summer. Killybegs D . — 
The potato crop is unusually good, which is, I under- 
stand, to be attributed to the dry weather in the early 
part of the summer. Oats and barley not as good as 
usual for same cause. The land here, in general, is 
not very good. letterkenny D. — From inquiry and 
observation the good or bad yield of crops in this 
district for current year may be attributed to the 
following causes : — Oats, hay, and flax, have been 
below the average owing to a long prevailing drought 
in the spring ; potatoes a good crop owing to a dry 
season, and the comparative absence of “ blight ; ” 
turnips, mangel wurzel, and cabbage, excellent crops, 
owing to superior cultivation, and the extensive use 
of artificial manures. Baphoe D. — The crops in this 
district are all very good. Oats and hay a little short 
in quantity, but the quality is very good. Bathmullan 
D. — Potatoes, turnips, flax, and mangel wurzel are 
more productive this year than last, owing to the dry- 
ness of the season. Oats and hay are, as a rule, under 
the average ; not much change in other crops. 

Down County. Banbriclge D. — The crops have 
yielded a fair average in comparison with former years. 
The quality of the grain is good, which, I think, may 
be fairly attributed to a favourable season, but the 
straw in some places is short. Downpatrick D. — The 
deficiency in the hay and grain crops is attributed to 
the continuance of dry weather in May ; the good 
yield in the potato crop has been attributed to the 
same cause. The turnip and other green crops are 
somewhat short of previous yields owing to the want 
of rain at the proper time. Newcastle D. — The yield 
in potatoes this year is very good, attributable to dry 
season and no blight ; turnips, mangel wurzel, carrots, 
&c., inferior ; hay very deficient in quantity, owing to 
dry season ; flax not so good, same cause. In the grain 
crops generally there is a great deficiency in quantity 
of straw, but the yield in proportion to the straw is 
good. Ne w tovmards D. — From what. I can see and 
.hear of the crops in this district, I believe that all are 
good this year, thepotatoes being an uhusually good crop, 
both as to bulk and quality, though the wet weather 
prevailing in the beginning of October did a good deal 
of injury, and in the case of the “White Rock ” variety, 
to the extent, in some cases, of one-half the crop. The 
cause of the excellence can only be assigned to the 
favourable season, over and above the good far min g in 
practice in this locality at all times. Rathfriland D. 
— There is about an average yield of the various crops 
in this district. 

Fermanagh County. Derrygonnetty D. — The yield 
in general is about the same as last year. There is a 
decrease in hay owing to the dryness of the season, 
and an increase in potatoes on account of the blight 
not having been severe. Enniskillen D. — The various 
crops of this district have made an average yield except 
the hay and potato crop ; the former is under the aver- 
age, while the latter is an abundant crop. The defi- 
ciency in hay is attributed to the unfavourable nature 
of the early part of the season, which may probably 
have been of service to the potato crop. Kesh D. — 
The crops in this district appear to be a fail- average of 
the last few years, with the exception of hay, which is 
about one-third less owing to the dry summer, but 
the quality is considered good ; and potatoes — the 
yield being about one-third better than former years ; 
the weather being very favourable for saving them, 
they are a very fine crop, and only slight symptoms of 
disease. The farmers say they had not so good a crop 
since 1846. Lisnaskea D. — Having made inquiries I 
have ascertained that the yield of hay is deficient owing 
to drought early in the season ; that the flax crop is 
also under the average, but not so much so as the hay, 



from the same cause. The oat crop is fair in the ear 
but defective in the straw also for want of moisture ; 
the turnip crop is good, as the rain came at the best 
time for it. Potatoes are a more than, average yield 
and not much disease except in particular varieties, 
principally “ White Rocks." 

Londonderry County. Coleraine D. — The grain 
crops and hay were rather inferior both in quantity 
and qualitj r this year owing to the dryness of the spring 
season, &c. Potatoes and other root crops have turned 
out Well on account of the rains in the latter end of 
the summer. Magherafelt D. — To the dry season of 
the present year may be attributed the general good 
yield of the various crops with the exception of turnips. 

Monaghan County. Carrickmacross D. — While 
all other crops suffered from want of rain in May and 
June, especially hay, oats, and straw, which are scarcely 
half an average yield, the potato is fully more than 
double, and is also superior in quality. Dry weather 
then would appear to be particularly favourable to the 
potato once the tubers begin to form. Potatoes now 
undug, particularly in low damp grounds, arc beginning 
to suffer from rot, while those dug in September are 
almost altogether soimd. Monaghan D. — The crops 
in this district are, on the whole, a fail- average. The 
potato crop, is, owing to the dry weather, a more plenti- 
ful one than has been known for many years. Owing 
to the same cause the forcegrass hay is rather short, 
but the late meadows were a tolerable crop ; the oat 
crop was fair, but the straw short; green crops 
fair. 

Tyrone County. Aughnacloy D. — The yield of 
the various crops in this district has been very fail-. 
Hay crop lias been light, owing to the cQntinuous 
dry, early summer. The quality is goo'd, and all well 
saved. Straw short in the reed, from a similar cause, 
but the grain good. Green crops yield a good average. 
Potatoes soimd and plenty. Cookslown D. — The in- 
crease of the potato crop this year, being an increase 
on that of last year, is owing altogether to the dry- 
ness of the season. The decrease in all other crops is 
owing to the same cause. Dungannon D. — The pro- 
duce in flax, oats, and liay is as good this year as in 
other years past in this district, owing, as I am told, 
to the dry season, potatoes and turnips are said to 
be better. Newtovmstewart D. — Oats and hay are not 
so good as last year, in consequence of the drought in 
the early part of the season. Except in the mountain 
parts, where the oats has been very good, the dry 
season was favourable. The potatoes have not been 
so good since the year the blight first set in as they 
are this year; very little disease to be found. 
Turnips are a good crop. On the whole, I believe 
provender will be sufficient for the requirement of the 
farmers, although they apprehend a scarcity at the 
end of the season. Omagh D. — I have been informed 
by intelligent farmers that the flax crop of this season 
is not so productive as that of last year, which is 
attributed to the great drought which prevailed in the 
months of May and June.

' Newport D. — -There is this year in this neighbourhood 
more than an average crop of oats and potatoes, the 
latter especially, which is owing to the exceptionally dry 
and warm summer, suitable to the moist, mountain 
land. Swineford 1). — The potato crop has been re- 
markably good, which is attributed to the good dry 
season. Oats, turnips, cabbage, and hay, not quite 
up to the average, particularly hay, owing to the 
dry summer. Westport D. — The potato crop is remark- 
ably good this year owing, I think, to the dry season. 
Green crops are also good in heavy land, but not so 
good in the moors ; the dry season was injurious to such 
land so far as oats, wheat, and hay, are concerned, the 
crops being lighter than usual, but taking one crop 
with another the season has been favourable. 

Roscommon County. Athlone D. — Hay and straw 
bad owing to the want of rain ; oats, however, a fail- 
average crop of good quality. Boyle D . — Potatoes 
produced an unusually abundant yield, attributable 
chiefly to the very dry season, while for the same reason 
the crop of hay is light and poor. Castlerea D. — 
Crops generally yielded more favourable harvest than 
expected. Hay, the scarcity of which was antici- 
pated early in the . season, seems more plentiful on 
account of the good weather for saving, and a good 
crop of aftergrass. Dry weather has also resulted 
in a good potato crop; com has yielded favourably. 
Roscommon D. — Hay, oats, turnips, &c., deficient in 

. consequence of the continual drought in the early sea- 
son, which had a contrary effect as regards the potato 



and wheat crops, the former of which has not been so 
good for many years. Strokestoum D . — There is a de- 
crease in hay, oats, barley, turnips, and cabbage, attri- 
buted to the absence of rain in spring and early part 
of the summer. An increase in quantity of potatoes 
owing to the dry season ; the blight did not check the 
growth so soon as in past years. 

Sligo County. BaUymote D . — The yield of hay is 
much below the average, owing to harsh winds, little 
growth, and a long period of dry weather at the time 
when one naturally expects to see a marked improve- 
ment in all crops. To the same cause may be attributed 
the short supply of oats, this crop being very thin. 
However, the harvest has been unusually good for 
saving and bringing in hay, and little, if any, of the oat 
crop has been destroyed either by rain or storm ; so 
that, on the whole, the dry harvest has, to a great ex- 
tent, compensated for a bad spring and summer. The 
potato crop has, this year, been the best I believe in 
the remembrance of the farmers for the last thirty ; 
the crop being unusually good and sound, with scarcely 
any symptoms of disease. The yield of the other crops 
is, on the whole, I think, an average one. Eashj £>. 
— The several crops in' this district are quite up to the 
average, with tlie'exception of the straw, which is short, 
owing to the very dry weather that prevailed in the 
early paid of the season. The potato is a very good 
crop, although not entirely free from the disease. Sligo 
D . — The hay crop was not- a good one in consequence 
of the dry summer, and the meadows not having been 
taken up in time and not cut sufficiently early. Oats, 
quantity and quality good ; however, the crop would 
have been a better one but the sowing was late on ac- 
count of the wet spring, also'the seed not being changed 
by the farmers occasionally. Potatoes, quantity and 
quality very good, season favourable; turnips, generally 
very good, season favourable ; mangel wurzel, not 
much sown, but any sown is very good, season favour- 
able. The crops would be much better if the autumn 
ploughing were attended to by farmers, and this is the 
more felt when the spring comes wet. Tobercurry D. 
— The yield of corn of the various sorts was light this 
year in consequence of the dryness of the summer. 
The yield of potatoes and other green crops was good 
from the same cause. 
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
